rie: And laſtlpe a bzicfe rehearſall of cer⸗ 
tine lapings and dealings of the parties 
conuicted, betwene the tyme of their appꝛe⸗ 
benſtoi:s, and the tyme of their execution, 
whiche are not thinges pꝛopze and peculiar 
to the verp bodie of the caſe, but pet inci⸗ 
dent, and therkoze neceſſartc fo2 the hearer, 
as wherby will appeare the verie oziginall 
cauſe aid firſte grounde of this vngodlpe

vpon miſtreſle Decwries mans confeſſion, 


and vpon other great !ikelyhodes and pze- 
ſymptions likewiſe. committed to warde, 
and on wedneſday, the — of Det, 
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ned with -aitrety Drevnic at the Guilds 
ball; the effecte of whoſe ſcuerall invites 
ments is this: That they had by a letter 
wzitten, bene pꝛocurers of the ſapde mur⸗ 
ther, and ſo acceſſarics befoze the fact + And 
knowing the murther done, had by monep, 
and otherwiſe, relieued and beene ayding 
to the murtherer, and ſo acceſlaries allo at᷑⸗ 
ter the fade. Whervnto they both of them 
pleaded not giltie. And miſtreſſe Saunders, 
notwithſtanding the auouchement of mi⸗ 
{ftrefſle Drewries man face to face, and the 
great pꝛobabilities of the euidente giuen in 
againſt bir by maſter Geffrey, the Queenes 
Patelties ®crieant,ſtode ſo ſtoutly Nil to 
the deniall of all things, (in which ſtoute 
deniall ſhe continued alſo a certayrie tyme 
after hir condemnation) that ſome were 
bought in a blinde beliefe, that either ſhe 
was not giltie at al, oz elſe had but bzought 


bir ſelle in danger of lawe through igno⸗ 


rance, and not thzoughpzetcaced malice, 
Yowbcut,fozaſmuche as bare dontall is no 


ſufficient barre to dticharge manyfoſt mat⸗ 
ter, and apparant eatocnce: they were both 


condemned as acteſſaries to maſter Saun- 


ders death; and executed in Smithfield the 


thirtenth of Map, being the wedneſvay in 


the Whitſonwake, at whiche time they | 
both 
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both of them confeſſed them ſelues guiltis 
of the face, foz which they were condem⸗ 
ned, and with verye greate repentaunce 
and weakenclle, recepued the rewarde of 
their treſpaſſe , in the pꝛeſence of many 
perſonages of honoꝛ and wozthip, and of ſo 
'great a number of people, as the like hathe 
not bene ſxne there togither in any mans 
reme nbz unte. Foz almoſte the whole 
fielde, and all the wap krom newgate, was 
as fall of folke as coulde well lande one 
by another ; and beſides that, great compa- 
nies were placed bothe in the chambers 
nere abouts (whole windgwes t walles 
were tn many places beaten down toloke 
out at) and alſo vpon the gutters, ſides, and 
toppes of the houſcs, and vpon the battle- 
ments and ſteeple of S. Bartholmewes, 

Miſtreſſe Drcwries man was arreigned 
at Newgate on Friday the.viy.of Pape, & 
being there condemned as acceſſarie, was 
executed with his miſtreſſe,at the time and 
place afozeſayd, 

Thus haue ye heard the murthering of 
maſter Saunders , with the aypzehenitoit; 
arreignement, condemnation, and executi⸗ 
on of the pꝛincipall and of the acceſſaries 
ta the ſa;ne, Naw let vs pꝛocede to the in⸗ 
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app2eheriſtons,to the time of their deathes, 
and lo to the adniomtion, which is the ton⸗ 


cluſion and fruite of this whole matter. 

hereas it was determined that mi⸗ 
firgie Saunders 4 miſtrelle Drewric ſhould 
baue ſuffered vpon the uexte faterday after 
their condemnation, whiche was UW hitſon 
euen: the matter was ſtayde till the wed⸗ 


nelday in Whitſon weeke, von thele occa- 


tions enſuing. The bak: of Batiter daun- 
ders accomptes and reckenings, whervpon 
depended the knowlege of his whole ſtate, 
was inpſling. Certain ſummes of money 
were ſayds to be in the handes of parties 
baknowne, the intelligence whereof was 
deſpzed and fought foꝛ to the behote of mas 
{ter Saunders childzen. The parties conuic⸗ 
ted were to be cetoꝛmed to Codwarde, and 
to be bzotighte to the willing conkelling of 
the things foz whiche they had bene tattly 
condemned, and whiche as pet thep ob t4- 
natiy concealed, | 
And beides al this, one Mell, a miniſter 
that had heretoloze ben ſuſpended from his 
Punlterte, accompanying miſtreſſe Saun- 
ders, from hir condemaation to Newgate, 
and conicrriag with hir as it bad bene to 
tue hir god counſell and comfozte, was ſo 
blynded wyth bir lolemne err

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and pꝛoteſtations ofinnocencie, that nat⸗ 
withſtanding he had heard hir inditement, 
with the exact and ſubſtanttall triall of hir 
ts caſe: pet notwithſtandyng, he perlwaded 
id himſelke that ſhe was vtterly cleere, and 
Xt thereuppon falling in loue with hir, dealte 
n with miſtreſſe Drewrie to take the whole 
d⸗ gullt vpon hir ſelfe, vndertaking to ſue fog. 
àamiſtreſſe Saunders pardon. And ſo what by

By this occaſion Piſtreſſe Sanders was 
vtterly vnpꝛouided to die at that time, and 
therfoze as well in reſped of mercie as foz 
the conſiderations atozeſaid, a further re⸗ 
ſpike was giuen to them vnwitting, and a 
repꝛiuie was ſent by M. Pack williams foz 
a time if nde were. In the meane töne, 


| (thatis to wit vpon the ſaturday moꝛuing) 


the conſtant repoꝛte goeth, that as certaine 
men came talking through Newgate , one 
happened to ſpcake lowbe of the gallowes 
that was ſet vp, and ofthe greatnefic and 
ſtrongnes of the ſame, lap ing t woald hold 
them both and moe, the ſounde of whiche 
wozdes did ſo picrce into the watchfull

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band, that being ſtriken to the heart with

But nititrefle 
Drewric altcr better conſideration of hir 
ſelfe, countlciliuig hir to fall to playne 
and {imple dealing; telling hie, that foz hir 
owne parte the was fully determined not 
to diſſemble any longer, no2 to hazarde hir 
owne ſoule ctcrnally foz the lafetie of an 
other bodies tempozall life, Then Biltreſe 
Saunders , Who had determined to acknow⸗ 
ledge nothing agaynſt hir ſciie, ſo long as 
ſhe might bee in any hope of life, howbeit 
that ſhe always purpoſed to viter the truth 
whenſocuer ſhe ſhould come ta the inſtant 
of death, as ſhe hir ſelf conf. {lev afterward 
being Uriken both with feare and remozſe, 
did by the aduile of maſter Coic, (who las 
boured verie carneſtly with hir to b2tnghir 
to repentance , and was come to hir verpe

towards the Carle of 1Bedfozdeand other 
noble men that were on hozbacke on the 
Caſt ſide of the ſtage, toke it vpon hir death 
that whereas it had bin repozted of hir that 
ſhe had poyſoned hir late huſhande Paſter 
Drevtie and dealt with witchcraft and ſo2- 
cerie, and alſo appeached diuers merchante 
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was vtterlie cleare bothe to God giv 
the woꝛlde of all ſuche manner of dealing, 
an? then with like obeplance, turning hir 
ſetfe te the Carle of Darbie, who was in a 
thamber behinde hir, the pzoteſted vnto 
him befozs God,that whereas (he had bene 
repoꝛted to haue bene the caule of ſepara⸗ 
tion betwirte him and my Lady his wpfe: 
. Ge neither pꝛocured noz conſented to any 
ſuche thing. But othcrwile, wheras in the 
time of hir ſeruice in his houſe, ſhe had ofs 
kended him, in neglecting oz contemning 
{ir duetie, ſhe acknowledged hir fault, and 
beloughte him foz Gods ſake to fo2giue 
hir: who verp honozably, and cuen with 
teares accepted hir ſubmiſſion, and openly 
pꝛoteſted him ſclfe to pꝛay hartily to God 
fo hir. 

Vir ſeruant alſo, hauing openly acknow⸗ 
ledged his offence, knaled matily downe, 
pꝛaping ſeuexallp with a pꝛeacher, as ethe 
of thein had done at their firſt comming to 
the place. Which done, thep were all put in 
a readineſſe by the Crecutioner, and at one 
inſtant (by dzawing away the Cart wher- 

on thcp trode) were (ent togithcr out of 
tbis wozlde vnto God. 
And Browne allo, a god While alopc⸗ day 
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ſhe had done none of all thoſe thinges, but 
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ring the time of his impꝛiſonment, coming 


to a better minde than he had bene of in 
— paſte, confeſſed that he had not heres 

ofoze frequtted ſermons, noz reteiued the 
holy ſacrament, no2 vled any calling vpon 
©od pziuate oz pablike, noz ginc him ſelfe 


to reading of holp Scripture, oz any bokes 


of godlyneſſe: but had altogither followed 
the appetites and luſtes of his ſinfull fleſh, 
euen with aredinclle and outragious cons 
tempt both of God and man, Neacrthcleſls 
Gov was ſo god vnto him, and ſcholed him 
fo well in that ſhoꝛt time of impꝛiſonment, 
as he cloaſed vp his life with a maruellous 
apparance of heartie repentance, conſtant 
truſt in Gods mercy through Jeſus Chzilt, 
and willingneſſe to foꝛſake this miſerable 
wo2lae, 

Nowe remayneth to ſhewe what is tobe 
gathered of this terrible example, and how 
we oughte to apply the ſame to our owne 
vehofe. Firſt J note with B. Paule, that 
when men regarde not to knowe God, o: 
not to honour bim when they know him: 
God mueth them ouer to their own luſtes, 
fo as thep runne on from ſinne to ſinne, 
and from miſchiefe to miſchiefe, to do ſuche 
things as are ſhamefull and odious, euen 
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in n the — ol the worde, to their owne vn⸗

anoidable perils. And when the meaſure of 
their iniquitie is filled vp, there is no wap 
fo2 thein to eſcape the iuſtice of God, which 
thep baue p2onoked, Infomuche, that if 
they might eſchue all bodilp puniſhment £ 
pet the very hell of their owne conſcience 
would pꝛoſecute them, and the ſting of their 
minde would be a continuall pziſen, toz- 
ment, and fkozture to them, whereſoeuer 
they went. Agapne on the other ſive, we 
muſt marke the tafinit greatneſſe of Gods 
wiſdome and mercy, who percepuing the 


ture to inning, ſuffreth men ſometimes to 
runne ſo long vpon the bz edle, till it ſome 
to themſelues, that they map lately do what 
thep liſte, and to the wozlde, that thep be 
paſt reconeric vnto goduclle : and pet in 
the end catching them in their chiefe pꝛide, 
p he rayſeth them by their ouerthzow,amens 
: beth them by their wickednefſe, and reui⸗ 
| neth themby their death, in ſuch wiſe blots 
ting out the Rayne of their fozmer filthe, 
that their daräneſle is turned into light, 
and their terrour totheir comfozt. Poꝛe⸗ 
cur, when God bꝛingeth ſuch matters vp» 
on the (tage;vnto p open face of the wozld: 
At is not to the intent that men would gaze 
aud wonder at the —— as byꝛdes do at 
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peruerſe wilfulneſſe of mans frowarde na⸗ 
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an Oboe, not that they ſhould delight them 
ſelues 4 others with the fond x peratut᷑ture 
p ſiniſter repoꝛling of them, noz vpbzapd the 
3 | Whole ſfocke andkinred with the fault of 
f | theoffenders: no ſurely, God meaneth no 
ſuch thing. Þispurpoſcts, that the executi⸗ 
on ol his iudgements, ſhculd by the terrour 
pode the out ward ſight of the example, dziue 
' | vs to the inward coſideration of our ſelues. 
' | WSeholde, we be all made of the ſame 
| moulde, pꝛinted with the ſame ſtampe, and 
indued with the ſame nature that the offens 
ders are. We be the impes of the olde A⸗ 
b dam, and the venim of ſinne whiche he re- 
ceiued from the olde ſerpent, is ſhedde into 
vs all, and wozketh effecuallp in vs all. 
Suche as the rote is, ſuche are the bzaun- 
ches, and the twiggs cf athozne oz bzams 
ble tan beare no grapes. T hat we ſtande, it 
is the bencfite of Gods grace, and not the 
godneſſe of our nature, noz the ſtrengthe 
of cure owne will. That they are falne, it 
was of frapltie: wherfrom we be no moze 
aiuiledged than they: and that ſhoulde we 
ouerſone perceiue by experience, it we wer 
left to our ſelucs, Be that loketh ſeuerely 
into other mennes faultes, is lightly blynd 
in hes owne: and he that either vpbꝛapdeth 
the repentant that bath recepucd puniſhes 
ment. 
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ment, 02 rep2ocheth the kinred oz ofſpꝛing 
- with the fault of the aunceſter o2 alye,how 
- greafe ſo euer the ſame hath ben: ſheweth 


himſelfe not to haue any remozſe of his 


- Hwne ſinnes, no2 to remember that he him 


ſelfe alſo is a man: but (which thyng be 
woulde little thinkc) he fully matcheth the 
crime of the miſdoer,ifhe do not ſurmount 
it by bis p;eſumptuouſnelſe. 

ben it was tolde oure Santour 
Chzyſt that Pylate had mingled the bloud 
of certain nien with their owne ſacrifiſc, 
what aunſwere made her?: Did her de⸗ 
teſt the offenders ? did he declame againſt 
their doings? Did he craggerate the fault 
of the one, oz the crueltie of the other? No. 
But framing and applying the example to 
the refozmation ot the hearer , ſuppoſe ye 
(ſayd he) that thoſe Galileans wer greater 


ſinners than all the other Galileans, bp⸗ 
tauſe thep ſuſfered ſuch puniſhment? I tell 


pou nap: but cxcept ye repente, pe ſhall all 
likewiſe periſq. Z think ye that thoſe eigh⸗ 
tene vpon whom the toure in Silo fell, and 
flew them, were ſinners abeue all y dwelt 
in Vierulalem: J tel you nay: but extept ye 
repent, ve ſhall all periſhe like wiſe. Let vs 
applie this to our pꝛeſente purpoſc. Were 
thoſe who we ſa w iuſtly oreenged in "ied, 

eld, 
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people: were they greater ſinners than all 
Lodoners? Were thep greater ſinners tha 
all that loked vpon them? No verilp: but 
extept their eraple leade vs to repentance, 
we ſhall all of vs come to as (oze puniſhes 
ment in this wozlde, op ciſe toſozcr in the 
woꝛlde to come. Cheir faults came into the 
open Theater, 4 theretoze ſecmed the grea⸗ 
ter to our eres, and lurelp thep were great 
in derde: neyther are ours the lefie ,bicauſe 
- they lye hidden in the couert of oure hearte. 
God the ſearcher of all ſecrets ſath them, 
and if he liſt he can alſo diſcouer them. Be 
hath ſhewed in ſome, what al ol vs deſerue, 
to pꝛouoke vs al to repentance, that al of vs 
myght haue mercie at his hand, and ſhewe 
mercie one to an other, 4 with one mouthe 
and one hcarte glozifle bis godneſſe. It is 
ſapde by the Pꝛophete Samuel, that diſo⸗ 
bedience is as the ſinne of Mitchcrakte. 
Kette euerp of vs loke inte himſelfe (but 
firſt lette him put on the ſpectacles of Gods 
lawe, and carte the lyghte of Gods woꝛde 
with him) and he ſhall ſ& ſuche a qulfe of 
diſobedtence in himlelfe, as he mape well 
thinke there is none offender but himſelke. 
I ſay not this as a cloaker of offences, that 
white ſhould not be called white, 4 blacke:

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blacke: oz as a patrone ot miſdoers, tha | 
they ſhoulde not haue their deſcrucd hyꝛe: 
but to repꝛeſſe our haſtie iudgementes and 
bncharitable ſpeeches, that we myght both 
deteſt wickedneſſe with perfect hatred, and 
rue the perſons with chuſtẽ modeſtie: kno⸗ 
wing that with what meaſure we met vn⸗ 
to others, with the ſame hall it be moten 
to vs agapne. | 
Finally,let al ſolkes both maried and vn⸗ 
maried, learne herebp to poſſeſſe and keepe 
their veſſell in honeſtie and cleanne le. Joz 
if the knot betwene man and wife (whiche 
ought to be inſeparable) be once bzoken, it 
is ſeldome oz neuer knit again. And though 
it be, yet is not the wound (a thzoughly hea⸗ 
leb, but there appreth ſome ſkarre euer afs 
ter. But if the ſoze rancle x feſter inwardly 
(as commonly it doth except the moze grace 
of Ood be) in the end it burſteth fozth to the 
deltrucio oz hurt of both parties, not light⸗ 
ly without great harme to others alſo be⸗ 
lides themſelues, as we ſe by this example. 
Foz when the body which was dedicated to 
God to be his temple and the tabernacle of 
his holy ſyirite, is betome the linke e inne 
and cage of vncleanneſſe the denill ceaſſeth 
not to dꝛiue the parties (ill headlong vnta 
naughtme le, till thep be falne epther into 
open 
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open ſhame and daunger of tempozalt law: , 
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oz into damnable deſtructton both of body 
ſoule, accozding as Salomon in his Po, 
uerbes ſapth, that the eps ofa harlot lende 
downe vito death, and hir fete perce cuen 
bato hell. Therefoze god reader, ſo heare 
and reade this pz eſent example, as the ſame 
map turne to the bettering ofthy ſtate, 
and not to occaſion of flaunder,noz 
to the hurt ofthine owne con⸗ 
ſctence,noz to the offence 
of thy Chziſtian 
bzethzen.
